W alter W illiam s, one of the fore­ 
most journa lists of the world, to­ 
morrow’ becomes the elev enth presi­ 
dent of the U niv ersity of Missouri 
since its esta blishm ent in 18 39 . 
Although he has expressed a de­ 
sire that no academic cerem onies 
mark his induction into office, the 
univ ersity fa culty com m ittee prob 
ably w'ill plan a formal inaugura­ 
tion at an early date. 
Dr. W illiam s, now’ spending the 
Christmas holidays in Mexico City, 
has been a cting president of the 
sta te institution since June 5, w’hen 
Dr. Stratton D. Brooks, whom he 
succeeds, w*as granted a lea v e of 
absence. 
The administration of Dr. 
Brooks, which began in 19 23, offi­ 
cia lly ended today. 
No plans regarding Dr. W illia m s’ 
mov ing 
into 
the 
president’s 
man­ 
sion on Francis Quadrangle, a part 
of the univ ersity campus, hav e yet 
been announced. 
Often referred 
to as 
“ the 
best 
known 
M issourian,” 
Dr. 
W illiams 
who 
was 
born 
in 
Cooper 
county 
near Boonv ille on July 2, 18 64, has 
spent pra ctica lly his entire life in 
his na tiv e sta te. 
An author, new^spal)e^ editor and 
educator, the univ ersity’s new exe­ 
cutiv e is perhaps best known as the 
founder of the w’orld’s first school 
of 
journalism, 
a 
div ision 
of 
the 
univ ersity of w’hich he now’ heads. 
Dr. W illiam s, one of the few uni­ 
v ersity 
presidents 
who 
holds 
no 
academic degrees, has been closely 
a ssocia ted with the sta te univ ersity 
for more than thirty years.

the executiv e board of the curators 
of

univ ersity.

year he resigned to become dean ot 
the school of journalism which he 
had just founded, and has serv ed in 
that ca pa city since.

editor and a ssocia te ow’ner of the

Adv ertiser, 
a 
w'eekly 
publication. 
Later he was editor of 
the St. Louis Presbyteria n, and the 
J efferson City Daily Sta te Tribune. 
He founded the Country Editor, a 
monthly magazine. 
He has

North American International Press 
Congress and the Press Congress of 
the World.

and papers. 
The brokerage houses offered to 
furnish any 
information 
Stockard 
desired, and to permit examination 
of all 
books and 
records. 
They 
refused to pay expenses of such an 
inv estiga tion, because there was no 
prov ision in the law’. 
Becker then ordered them to ap­ 
pear at the sta te capitol, produce 
all books, papers and records, and 
show’ cause

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WHY ONE REVOLT FAILED 


The failure of the 
recent 
revolt in 


Spain appears to have been due to two 
or three miscalculations on the part of its 


leaders. 
The most important, judging by 


3-esults, was that the army w’ould join 


0 ^* refuse to fire upon the rebels. 
In the 
event it proved that only a few garrisons 


i^utined, and the rest of the army was 
loy al to the monarchy . 
Another was too 
great confidence in the labor group in 
Spain. 
Spanish labor organizations, as is 
usual in countries where severe repression 
ia the rule, are extreme radicals. 
They 
insisted on a communistic regime as the 
result of the revolution, and refused to as­ 
sist bey ond sporadic strikes when it be- 
cà me apparent that moderate democrat 
republicanism w as the object of the lead­ 
ers, points out the Hannibal Courier-Post. 
The populace in a few towns rioted a lit­ 
tle, but in general the man in the street 
was apathetic toward the revolution. 
It would seem that the republican move­ 
ment in Spain has to encounter a vigorous 
monarchical sentiment, which is strongly 
supported by the church. 
The fiasco of 
the republicans points to a belief that if 
the monarchy display s wisdom, firmness 
and moderation now in dealing with its 
imoblems, its present triumph may be last­ 
ing. 
The violence with which the revolt 
\vas suppressed, however, is not the best 
aAigury for future peace and contentment. 
There was a ruthlessness about the \vay 
the troops handled the mobs which gave 
a note of brutality . 
Yet it is the duty of 
every governm ent to maintain itself, and 
violence on the part of the government is 
the natural answer 
to 
the 
violence of 
revolution. 
. If it w’ere not for the fact that mon­ 
archies historically 
*iearn nothing and 
forget nothing,” it might be possible to 
predict that King 
Alfonso’s 
government 
could find its w^ay to parliamentary forms 
and democratic satisfaction of the people 
without a violent overturn. 
To call an 
elected parliament now and give the peo- 
}J le their heads m ight insure the throne 
for generations. 
But if rigid despotism is 
to 
answer 
the 
revolutionary 
attempt, 
there will be another attack upon govern­ 
ment eventually . 
And the next one is 
likely to be of a more radical nature than 
the last.

PROGRESS IN THE AIR 


* Persons w'ho don’t fly at all, or who 
make only an occasional trip by air, sel­ 
dom get a chance to see an inventory of 
aviation progress such as Col. Lindbergh 
lias just made. W e hear and see airplanes 
averhead and know they are getting big­ 
ger and faster. 
W e 
wish 
their 
noise 
would grow less. 
The airplane exhibition 
in St. Louis last winter was ocular proof 
that air travel is making great strides, but 
aniy the technicians knew how great. 
Col. Lindbergh cites figures to show 
that since 1925 cruising speed has risen 
from ninety to 140 miles an hour. 
Mail 
planes are twenf>^ miles faster with three 
t<o four times the load. 
The sport plane, 
for the non-professional, is more stable 
and easier to operate. 
A pilot and t\\o 
passengers can get as much mileage out 
of a gallon of gasoline as the same num­ 
ber of persons in a medium-priced auto­ 
mobile, and move many times as fast, the 
St. Louis Star asserts. 
Mail subsidies are needed to make the 
air passenger lines pay , but that is noth­ 
ing new in transportation by land. 
Cost 
of operating these planes is decreasing 
while the need for greater mail subsidies 
' '-r the railroads seem s to be on the gain. 


Yet with all the handicaps more passen- | 
gers traveled by air in 1930 than traveled 
in 1929. 
Compared v/ith every other form of 
transportation, even the automobile, air 
passenger and freight traffic are in their 
infancy . 
The one factor of improvement 
needed to make air travel more popular 
is greater safety . 
In that air travel has a 
long way to go compared with either rail­ 
road or 
highway 
convey ance. 
The im­ 
provement drive should be centered on 
that. 
It is more important than speed or 
luxurious fittings. 
Yet on the record of 
what actually has been done in these last 
five y ears, aviation enthusiasts have good 
reason to be proud.

GETTING TOGETHER 


From St. Louis Post-Disp atch. 
No recent 
development 
in American 
transportation is more 
significant 
than 
the eastern railroad mergers upon which 
agreem ent was announced y esterday by 
Mr. Hoover. 
The situation of the railroads is seri­ 
ous, and they are getting together. 
The 
transportation act of 1920 authorized con­ 
solidation 
of 
railroads 
into a limited 
number of stronger sy stems. 
The consoli­ 
dations were 
suggested, 
to 
quote the 
president, ” in order to maintain broader 
competition, more adequate service, sim­ 
plification of rate structure, lower operat­ 
ing costs, and in the long run lower rates 
to the public.” 
Nothing came of this 
suggestion until a y ear ago, wiien the in­ 
terstate commerce commission issued 
a 
plan for consolidating the railroads into 
19 sy stems. 
Since 
then 
the 
railroads 
them selves have made numerous sugges­ 
tions. 
It probably would have remained 
an unsolvable problem for y ears to come 
had not the airplane, the highway and 
the w aterw ay s stepped into the transpor­ 
tation field. 
These newcomers have put an entirely 
different face upon the 
whole 
m attei. 
They are the explanation of an agreement 
announced by Mr. Hoover y esterday by 
which it is proposed to consolidate the 
eastern railroads into four great sy stems, 
headed by 
the 
Pennsy lvania, the New 
York Central, the Baltimore and Ohio, 
and the Nickel Plate. 
The four new 
sy stems embrace the territory east of the 
Mississippi River, and they have resulted 
from suggestions made by Mr. Hoover 
that the executives of the railroads get to­ 
gether and decide wdiat could be done. 
Since the interstate commerce commission 
could do no more than suggest such con­ 
solidations, and had not been able to sug­ 
gest any that the railroads would accept, 
it remained for them to make suggestions 
that the interstate commerce commission 
will accept. 
This is just what has hap­ 
pened. 
Railroad men realize that the extent 
to which either the federal government 
or the states can protect them against 
new forms of transportation is very limit­ 
ed. 
They must therefore look chiefly to 
economies 
in 
operation. 
Obvdously 
n 
great railroad sy stem such as those de­ 
signed for the east can largely do away 
with competition among 
the 
railroads 
themselv'es. 
It can also operate all the 
lines in the 
sy stem 
more 
economically 
than they can operate alone. 
The same 
sort of agreements will be made west of 
the Mississippi River, and the railroads of 
the United States will very shortly present 
the interesting spectacle of a great indus­ 
try consolidating its forces to meet the 
onslaughts of its common foes. 
The in­ 
terstate commerce commission suggested 
19 sy stems for the whole country . 
If the 
region east of the Mississippi is to have 
four, it is likely that the region west of 
the Mississippi will have at least as many , 
so that not less than eight consolidations 
are likely . 
The interests of St. Louis lie 
chiefly 
in 
the 
western 
consolidation. 
LTider the tentative plan suggested by the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
there 
would have remained in St. Louis the 
headquarters of but a single railroad sy s­ 
tem, that is, the Missouri Pacific. 
We 
would have lost both the Frisco and the 
M.-K.-T. headquarters. The consolidations 
which the railroads themselves will devise 
for the west will probably be more for- 
I lunate for St. Louis. 
We can at least 
i hone so.

“Listen, my children, and you shall 
hear 
Of 
the 
midnight 
ride 
of 
Paul 
Revere.” 
In 
those 
famous 
words the 
be­ 
loved p oet, Longfellow, began 
his 
own account of an imp ortant and 
colorful incident in American his­ 
tory. This excellent story-p oem 
is 
universally k nown among the school 
children of the 
country, 
but 
it 
seems that the venerable bard al­ 
lowed his sense of the dramatic to 
obscure the facts in the case, with 
the result tha t a somewhat fictitious 
story has been p erp etuated in an in­ 
teresting but inaccurate ep ic. For, 
instead 
of 
reaching 
Concord, 
as 
Longfellow 
relates, 
Paul 
Revere 
was cap tured by the English just 
outside of Lexington. 
The Division of Information and 
Publication of the George Washing­ 
ton 
Bicentennial 
Commission, 
ap ­ 
p arently as p articular with regard to 
the truth as was the great Father of 
His County, has issued a statem ent 
in recognition of the one hundred 
and 
ninety-sixth 
birthday 
anniver­ 
sary, on January Ist, of the “ p atriot 
Mercury” which tells the story of 
Paul Revere’s immortal '‘mid-night 
ride.” 
The year 1775 op ened up on a very 
critical situation in the American 
Colonies, and even the most hop e­ 
ful were becoming convinced that 
an armed conflict with the mother 
country 
was 
inevitable. 
British 
troop s 
were 
stationed 
in 
Boston, 
which w'as considered the hot bed 
of rebellion, but the 
p resence 
of 
these soldiers only made worse an 
already 
hop eless 
condition. 
The 
citizens of Boston vigorously p ro­ 
tested England’s action in station­ 
ing an army there, and committees 
were formed to k eep a vigilant eye 
on the Redcoats and all their move­ 
ments. One p urp ose of these com­ 
mittees was to p revent the cap ture 
of John Hancock and Samuel Ad­ 
ams, 
whom 
the 
English 
regarded 
as 
seditionists 
and 
who 
were 
at 
that time really the leaders of the 
Massachusetts 
resistance 
to 
the 
authority of Parliament. 
Paul Revere, a Boston silversmith, 
whose father was a Huguenot re- ^ 
fugee to the colonies, was a member j 
of one of these committees which | 
rep orted directly to Adams and Han- ; 
cock . 
In the early p art 
of Ap ril, i 
1775, the movement of the British i 
troop s 
aroused 
the 
susp icions 
of j 
the p atriot vigilantes, who became 
convinced that the cap ture of their 


leaders was intended. R'f^'vere had 
visited Lexington a few days before 
his memorable ride took p lace and 
on his 
way 
back 
to 
Boston 
had 
stop p ed in Charlestown to arrange 
with a friend the means to be em ­ 
p loyed in ap p raising the latter of 
the 
movements 
of 
the 
soldiers. 
Adams and Hancock were in I.ex- 
ington and if their cap ture w'as in­ 
tended the men had to be informed 
beforehand. 
On the night of 
Ap ril 
IS, 
Dr. 
Josep h W arren learned that eight 
hundred troop s under Lt. Col. F ran­ 
cis 
Smith were 
leaving with 
the 
double objective of cap turing H an­ 
cock and Adams and destroying the 
military stores 
at Concord 
which 
the 
p atriots 
had 
been 
collecting. 
The future hero of Bunk er Hill im­ 
mediately disp atched William Dawes 
for Lexington, from wiiich p lace he 
was to p roceed to Concord, W arren 
then sent for Revere, whom lie in­ 
structed to ride to these villages by 
another 
route. 
The 
p atriot 
silver­ 
smith sought out a friend and re­ 
q uested him to i)lace two lanterns 
in the tower of North Church as a 
signal to the watchers in Charles­ 
town. then p roceeded to tlie Charles 
River where a boat awaited him. In 
this craft, with muffled oar-lock s, he 
row*ed to the op p osite shore, 
p assing under the guns of the Brit­ 
ish man-cf-war, Somerset, and avoid­ 
ing 
by 
five 
minutes 
the 
soldiers 
who had lieen sent to detain him. 
In Charlestown Revere found that 
his signals had lieen seen, and p ro- 


furing a horse, he immediately set 
off for Lexington. He had just p ass­ 
ed Charlestown Neck when he saw 
two mounted British officers wait­ 
ing under a tree. As these men rode 
toward him. Revere took flight and 
succeeded in eluding his would-be 
cap tors after one of them had been 
caught in a clay p ond. In a letter 
written to a friend sometime later. 
Revere, 
describing 
his 
ride, 
said 
that from here on he “alarmed al­ 
most every house” until he reached 
Lexington. 
When he arrived at this p lace the 
courier p atriot rode directly to the 
house of Rev. Jonas Clark , where 
Hancock and Adams were staying. 
He ap p raised these men of their 
danger and after p artak ing of re­ 
freshments he started for Concord 
with Mr. Dawes, who arrived in the 
meantime, to 'warn the militia there 
of the British p lans to cap ture the 
stores collected in that city. They 
were 
joined 
by 
Dr. 
Prescott, 
a 
young p atriot of that vicinity, but 
after p roceeding only a short dis­ 
tance tlie three Americans were ac­ 
costed by a body of English sol­ 
diers. Prescott escap ed by jump ing 
his horse over a stone wall, but his 
two comp anions were cap tured and 
in this abrup t m anner the ‘‘midnight 
ride of Paul 
Revere” was ludely 
terminated. Prescott alone 
of the 
three riders y,a .s able to reach Con­ 
cord. 
Revere was not long detained by 
his cap tors who returned with him 
to Lexington where he was relieved 
of his horse. 
He 
then 
assisted 
Adams and Hancock to a more se­ 
cluded retreat, after which he p rol)- 
Bsai 


sably returned to his home in Bos- 
^ ton. 


Desp ite 
the 
difference 
between 
the facts In the case and the p ic­ 
ture drawn in Longfellow's Immortal 
p oem, 
Paul 
Revere 
remains none 
the less a p atriot hero. Throughout 
the entire Revolution he was p rom­ 
inent in his service to his country. 
At first he acted as a messenger 
and made several trip s from Boston 
to Xew York and Philadelp hia to 
carry word to Congress of the situa­ 
tion in Massachusetts. He was one 
of the leaders in the Boston Tea 
Party. But his most famous exp loit, 
was, of course, his ride to Lexing­ 
ton. 


A fact p erhap s too little k nown Is 
that Revere was “ the most rem ark ­ 
able man to develop American in­ 
dustries that the first two hundred 
years 
of 
American 
history 
p ro­ 
duced.” He was an exp ert gold-and- 
silversmith; 
he 
rolled 
cop p er 
for 
use on the ‘‘Constitution;” he was 
an engraver, a dentist and an iron 
molder. 
He 
manufactured 
bells 
which were among the finest in the 
country 
and 
over 
seventy-five 
of 
these bells are still in use in New 
England. 
The cop p er rolling indus­ 
try he established in Canton, Massa­ 
chusetts, in ISOl, is still in exist­ 
ence and is conducted today by di­ 
rect descendants of its founder. 
When Paul Revere died on May 
19 , ISIS, he was eighty-three years 
old and enjoyed the resp ect and es­ 
teem of all his countrymen. He had 
i served his country well and honor­ 
ably—his life had been long and 
useful. Today America honors his 
memory in gratitude for his loyalty 
to the cause of indep endence.
